RULE 3: Short title and commencement: - 

(i) These rules may be called the Rules of Determination of Origin of Goods 
under the Asia-Pacific Trade Agreement (formerly known as the Bangkok Agreement) 
Rules, 2006. 

(ii) These Rules shall come into force on 1 st September 2006.

Products which comply with origin requirements provided for in Rule 2 and which are 
used by a Participating State as input for a. finished product eligible for preferential 
treatment by another Participating State shall be considered as a product originating in 
the territory of the Participating State where working or processing of the finished 
product has taken place provided that the aggregate content originating in the territory 
of the Participating States is not less than 60 percent of its f.o.b. value. 7 

RUL|B 6: Direct consignment 


The following shall be considered as directly consigned from the exporting Participating 

State to the importing Participating State: 

(a) if the products are transported without passing through the territory of any non-

RULE 10: Review
